Draped in bunting and with flags 


flying to the breeze, The Krikett, the 
official touring care for the 
Dixie 


Highway, set out from Miami, Fla., 
on July 21, escorted by 100 cars, con 
taining influential citizens of Florida. 
Assembled in the beautiful Royal 
Palm park, from where the start was 
made, were over 1,000 people who had 
gathered to wish luck to the path- 
finder. The Krikett attracted much 
attention as it proceeded through the 
long procession of automobiles. 


Seated at the steering wheel was 


W. S. Gilbreath, field secretary of the 
Dixie Highway association, who is to 
make the tour over the entire route 
,of the highway. He was accompanied 
by S. A. Belcher, one of the Florida 
commissioners. 


This was the start of the first offl- 


cial tour over the 3,308 miles of Dixie 
Highway, which beginning at Miami 
as the southern terminus will end at 
the straits of Macinac in the falR On 
this tour, Mr. Gilbreath will traverse 
a territory populated by 40,000,000 of 
people, owining S00,000 automobiles. 


The departure of The Krikett was 


heralded over the entire Florida 
route and automoblllsts in every city 
town and hamlet gave the visitors ee 
rousing welcome. 


The whole state seemed wildly en- 


thusiastic over the great movement 
and- rejoiced especially in the 
fact 


that Florida's section of the Dixie 
Highway, so far as organization for 
work is concerned, would be complete 
before any other state is traversed. 


Daytona, Volusia county, pledged 


100 members and elected the follow- 
ing officers: Holland E. Stevens, Day- 
tona, counsel; H. J. Magruder, Oak 
Hill, vice counsel ;C . M. ^Rogers, Day- 
tona, secretary; L. B. Knox, Bulow, 
treasurer; 
Bert Fish, DeLand, di- 


rector. 


At St. Augustine, Mr. Gilbreath was 


Joined by Seretary Kidder, of the 
chamber of commerce. Colonel Blng- 
ham, of Daytona, who has accompa- 
nied him to St. Augustine, returned 
home by rail. Mr. Gilbreath, in an 
address at St. Augustine, announced 
his intention of returning to Florida 
in November, and said he hoped to 
Induce the Hon. Carl Fisher of In- 
dianapolis, one of the Dixie Highway 
directors, to bring one or more auto- 
mobile parties on that trip. 


As Mr. Gilbreath leaves the state 


of Florida at the close of a tour over 
the Dixie Highway from Miami to 
Tallahassee, he carries with him the 
conviction that the state of Florida 
is thoroughly awake to her Interests, 
and that her citizens appreciate the 
immense value to them that a through 
highway from Michigan bringing a 
continuous stream of tourist travel 
into their state will be.—The Dixie

Lunevllle, has been completely razed. 
In the forest of Meaux, lanes from 
one hundred and fifty to three thou- 
sand feet in width have been cut at 
intervals of every thousand feet This 
was ot course for the purpose of a.1

"The wooded sections in the East

They are reduced to » 


ghastly array ot skeletons; torn to 
bits by the bursting of shells; riddled 
by fire; blackened with smoke, these 
forests must be entirely cleared away 
and the area reforested. 


"In certain forests, such as that ol 


Arancourt where the French troops 
lay in concealment and where the 
Germans attempted to dislodge them 
with artillery fire, the bombardment 
produced an enormous damage. Such 
trees as were not cut down by the 
fire were entirely denuded of their 
branches. 


"I have seen enormous trees cut 


by shells as though they were mere

For the "bad boys" of Barking and 
Swansea have won the little bronze 
crosses which enable them to place 
the letters V. C. after their names, and 
which put them on the roll of Eng- 
land's greatest heroes for all time. 
Barbing, in Essex, and Swansea, In 
Wales, are tar apart and Drain and 
Fuller may never meet, but their sto- 
ries are sufficiently similar to tell to- 
gether. 


Drain is the son of a Barking labor 


er, and as a boy he never made any 
pretense about wishing to rise in the 
world. He bated school and played 
truant so often he wan placed in the 
Walthamstow Truant school. 


Job throve exceedingly on the reg- 


ular life at the reform farm, and curi- 
ously enough took readily to the phys- 
ical and military drill, a part of the 
curriculum. He was a clean-built, well- 
set-up youth of sixteen when three 
years ago he was told that he must 
choose a career and leave his place 
ot detention. He elected to join the 
army and entered the Royal Field Ar- 
tillery as a "boy." 


He was eighteen and a half when 


the great war broke out, and his bat- 
tery was one of the first in the field, 
having moved to France with the Irish 
division.

Nearly all of the poorer 
classes receive from the state either 
an indemnity for their enforced Idle- 
ness or relief because of the war.

THE MfiMTORY NOD 
LAW TO BE ENFOBCED 


SPORTSMEN WARNED THAT FED- 


ERAL REGULATIONS FOR PRO- 


TECTION OF WILD FOWL MUST 


BE OBSERVED. 


WASHINGTON, D. "C., Aug. 7.— 


With the approach ot the open season 
for shooting wild fowl,, the United 
States department of agriculture is 
warning sportsmen that the federal 
regulations as amended October 1, 
1914, will be stricly enforced. Some 
misunderstanding hag arisen from the 
fact that the various state laws do not 
always conform to the federal regula-' 
tiona. This is regarded as unfortunate I 
but in such cases the 
department; 


must insist upon the observance of 
the federal regulations. 


The department will" consider any 


recommendations submitted in good 
faith for amendment of the 
regula- 


tions, but will hold no public hearings 
thereon, nor will it amend the regula- 
tions prior to October 15, 1915. It is 
the purpose of the department to con 
form the regulations to the wishes of 
the majority of sportsmen so far as 
it can be done and at the same time 
give wild fowl the necessary protec- 
tion. 


Federal 
regulations divide the 


United States into two zones. Zone 
No. 1, the breeding zone, includes the 
states of Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, and all 
states north of them. 
Zone No. 2, 


the wintering zone, includes all states 
south of those named. 


The regulations prescribes seasons 


as follows: 
In zone No. 2, which in- 


cludes the southern states:

MADE DESPITE DELAY CAUSED 


BY 
HEAVY 
RAINS—WILL 
BE 


COMPLETED IN DECEMBER. 


The St. Augustine Evening Record 


of Monday, August 9th, has the fol- 
lowing to say of the St. Johns county 
brick highways now In process of 
construction: 


"Despite the rainy season the road 


gangs of the Wilson Construction 
company are making splendid pro- 
gress with the work of paving with 
brick the new county highway which 
runs the full length of the county 
from north to south, a distance of 70 
miles. Up to Saturday night the hard- 
surfaced mileage was somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 57 miles, leaving 
about 13 miles of "brick paving yet to 
be completed. Of this 13 miles, four 
are Just southwest of New Augustine 
and nine southeast ot Byrd toward 
Espanola. Road Superintendent Mat 
tox 
hat 
finished 
widening and 


straightening the grade from Byrd to 
the Big Cypress by way of Gopher 
Ridge. Work of grading through the 
long swamp at Big Cypress had to 
be discontinued several weeks ago on 
account of the high water, and It is 
doubtful If this work can be resumed 
until the rainy season passes. In the 
meantime the brick laying gangs are

his intention to start in at the. south-

on both sides of the curbing. A county 
road gang will follow the Wilson Con- 
struction gang for the purpose of 
widening the grade wherever neces- 
sary so that -when the highway is 
turned over to the commissioners of 
St. Johns county, it will be in a com- 
pleted condition and a credit alike 
to the county and the contractors.

AFOOT IN 


Belgian Makes Thrilling Escape 


After Killing Guards. 


Traverse* Whole Rhine Country and 


Reaches Switzerland and Italy- 


Pete* at Deaf Mute—Ready 


to Fight Again 


London.—Jules Uandat, a twenty- 


two-year-old Belgian soldier, has just 
arrived at Nice after effecting a dar- 
ing escape from Germany. Hia jour- 
ney across the enemy's country into 
Switzerland and Italy is one of the 
most striking stories that have come 
to hand since the war began. 


At the time of the outbreak of hos- 


tilities Liaudat was doing his military 
service in the Fifth Line regiment at 
Antwerp. He took part in the fighting 
around Aerschot, whence, after a 
splendid resistance the Belgians were 
obliged to retire toward Malines. later 
the Germans bore down upon the pros- 
perous little town, famous for its lace 
making trade, and it was during their 
successful attack on tbat place that 
Liaudat and some fifty of his com- 
rades became separated from the rest 
of the Belgian forces and were obliged 
to give themselves up. 


Sent the next day to Aiz-Ia-Chapelle 


the prisoners were placed in a com- 
pound formed of wooden planks with 
a guard of five men of the landsturm. 


The prisoners noticed that they 


were left unguarded by the sentinels 
for a few minutes each day while the 
guards went to get the soup. On De- 
cember 1 the Belgians lay in wait for 
the return of the sentinels at the en- 
trance to the compound. 


As one of the Germans came back 


with the customary caldron of soup 
| he was set upon and strangled. He 
was able to utter a cry, however, and 
his comrades came running to see 
what was wrong. One after the other 
they were shot down by one of the 
Belgians, who had picked up the re- 
volver of the strangled soldier. 


Then began a wild dash for liberty 


under the bullets of a company of 
landsturm, brought to the scene by the 
sounds of the shots. The Belgians 
ran in zigzags to avoid being hit. Al- 
most all of them made toward the 
Dutch frontier. Not so Liaudat, who 
did not wish to be Interned in Holland 
until the end of the war. He had con- 
ceived tbe more desperate plan of 
crossing Germany and reaching Italy. 
To this boldness he probably owes his 
life, as the landsturm men, feeling con- 
fident that be would be caught later,

Rome.—Victor Emmanuel in i«

His action in taking the 
field and turning the scepter tempo- 
rarily over to his uncle, the duke of 
Genoa, has been received here with 
the wildest enthusiasm and the house 
of Savoy was never more popular than 
today. 


Their monarch Just suits Italians. 


He is more like an American president 
than a European king. Italy for the 
most part is Intensely republican, with 
a leaning to socialism. It is greatly 
tinctured with American thought due 
to the close connection brought about 
by the return of emigrants from the 
new world. 


His majesty Is also republican, with 


a drift toward socialism. He has made 
three leading socialists senators and 
has shown in various ways his deter- 
mination to solidify hi: people by ex- 
hibiting his tolerance of this moat 
radical section ot his subjects 


He also requested that his name be 


Included in the list of electors. He 
insists that he be considered an ordi- 
nary citizen and he never misses re- 
cording his ballot at the polls after 
the fashion of President Wilson. 


In some ways the king resembles 


Theodore Roosevelt. He was a sick- 
ly child, like the colonel, and brought 
himself to a hardy manhood by Spar- 
tan methods. He is a man ot almost 
universal knowledge, interested in ev- 
erything, much like the Oyster Bay 
leader. He possesses great cncigy. 


His Part In War. 


What will the king do in the war? 


His part, like the kaiser's, undoubtedly 


111 consist in going from one part of 


the battle line to the other encourag- 
ing his troops. But Victor Emmanuel 
possesses too good sense to interfere 
with his general staffs in the actual 
planning of the campaigns. 


He is a gallant horseman and this 


Is a source of gratification to the Ital- 
ians, for their cavalry is not surpassed 
anywhere In the world. The Italian 
army officers generally bring back the 
mportant prizes In every horse show 
they enter.

He 
is Mirer than most of his people, bow- 
ever, and blue-eyed.

King Humbert 


placed him under a stern military tu- 
tor, Colonel Oslo, who put the little 
prince through a most rigorous course. 
He slept always in a cold room and 
took a cold bath at daybreak. Then 
came a frugal breakfast. Lessons fol- 
lowed, with special emphasis on those 
he disliked most. Before the morning 
was over the prince v.-ss in the sad- 
dle. No matter how bad the weather, 
he rode dally. Often he returned to 
the palttce soaked to the skin from a 
violent rainstorm-. 


He disliked music, a predilection 


which he retains. When he was ten 
years old he remarked to his piano 
teacher, Signers, Cerasoli: 


"Don't you think that 20 trumpets 


are more effective than that piano of 
yonrsT" 


In his military itudles he made rapid 


progress. He submitted to all Colonel 
Olio's; harshness without a murmur. 


R* often relates as one of the pleas- 


antMt memories of Us life, his im- 
pressions when King Humbert first 
entrusted to him the command ot a 
company on toot, at the annual review 
of the Roman garrison.

"The excitement Interfered so great- 


ly with my power of sight," he once 
said, "thst the only people I recog- 
nized in the cheering crowd went my 
dentist and my professor of mathemat- 
ics." 


Then a few years later he received 


the command of the army corps at 
Naples

Neapolitan society looked forward to 
a worldly-minded prince and rejoiced;

I noticed that Ira Nel 
son Morris, the United States commis 
sioner of the Panama-Pacific exposl 
tlon, owned a very good Flat car.

tel Porzlano and had lunch there. No- 
body recognized us, not even the po- 
lice, who had a holiday.' 


The king and queen lead a very slm 


pie and informal life for the most part 
There is scarcely more ceremony than 
In the White House. The king does 
not spend much on his table. The 
Italians often complain that his wines 
are an Injustice to the country. What 
he saves on his cellar the king prob- 
ably spends on charity, for he is the 
leader in every good cause. 


As an Illustration of his actions in 


an emergency an incident of the Gala- 
brlan earthquake of 1905 may be cited 
When the news of this disaster ar- 
rived, the king was holding a grand 
ball In his castle at Racconigl.. With- 
out an instant's hesitation he flung a 
cloak over his uniform, hurried off to 
the scene of action and tirelessly 
helped in rescuing his hapless sub- 
jects.

Shade is essential to perfect health 


in Florida. 


A good many enterprising develop- 


ers of suburban residence properties 
appear to hate a tree with a cordial 
hatred. Getting possession of a new 
area for^such development their first 
"improvement" is cut down every bit 
of natural growth that shows above 
the scanty grass, as if it were pollu- 
tion. And by and by, when pretty 
bungalows and homes stand out on 
the landscape they discover, or the 
new home owners discover, that the 
greatest lack is shade. Then they 
proceed to replace what misguided 
ludgment destroyed, and it takes from 
ten to twenty years to get back what 
they started with. 


A well-shaded 
residence lot is 


worth from ten to fifty per cent, more 
than the same lot without trees. 


But there is a distinction between 


proper shading of a home and a dense 
undergrowth of shrubs and bushes. 
The former rises in the shape of well 
'oliaged trees to protect the second, 
story windows and the upper part of 
he house, as well as the lower part. 
The latter covers the ground, keeps 
t damp and musty and unhealthy and 
provides a splendid breeding place 
or mosquitoes. 


A careful balance between shade 


and sunshine is most to be desired. 
Excessive exposure to the glare of the 
rammer sun, especially in Florida, 
brings an undue tax upon the nervous 
lystem. We seek rest in the shade, 
tot in the place where the sun's rays 
jeat down hard and hot. 


Vegetation absorbs carbonic acid 


gas from the atmosphere, a gas that 
s injurious and in appreciable quanti- 
les poinonous to animal Hfe. This 
ction of trees in clearing the atmos- 
phere of this noxious gas is strong, 
specially in the vicinity of large pine 
orests. 
There is another part that trees 
nd vegetation play in our lives,

In the wood of La Haye, all of the 
trees and undergrowth have been cut 
practically throughout the whole area 
of the forest. It was done for the pur- 
pose of providing firewood for the 
kitchens and shelters. 


"The forests of the East, which 


•were the scene of some of the most 
violent encounters at the beginning 
of the campaign, were literally cut 
to pieces by artillery fire. The tree* 
within the zone of fire were complete- 
ly ruined. 


"The wooded sections in the East 


have endured the most terrible bom- 
bardments. 
They are reduced to a 


ghastly array of skeletons; torn to 
bits by the bursting of shells; riddled 
by fire; blackened with smoke, these 
forests must be entirely cleared away 
and the area reforested. 


"In certain forests, such as that of 


Arancourt where the French troops 
lay in concealment and where the 
Germans attempted to dislodge them 
with artillery fire, the bombardment 
produced an enormous damage. Such 
trees as were not cut down by the 
fire were entirely denuded of their 
branches. 


"I have seen enormous trees cut 


by shells as though they were 
tinder."

MORE ATTENTION SHOULD 


BE PAID HOME GARDEN 


The home vegetable garden is the 


best antidote for the 
monotony of 


anned goods during the hot summer 
months. The Florida sun discourages 
gardening for a considerable period 


uring summer, but there are a few 
>lants which will help materially to 
npply green foods for the table when 
liey are most needed. 
W. L. Floyd, professor of horticul- 


ure in the University of Florida col- 
ege of Agriculture, is anxious to have 
he farmers pay more attention to 
he home garden. Very little planting 
will be attempted until the cool fall 
months. 
Professor Floyd suggests 


hat savoy leaf spinach, flat dutch 
and purple top turnips, curley mus- 
ard and radishes may be planted dur- 
ng August, and will come on by the 
ime the fall garden is planted. These 
/egetables should be planted during 
.he rainy season so that plenty of 
moisture will be available for germ- 
natlng the seeds and for starting the 
'oung plants. If possible the garden 
should be planted hi a moist place 
or where it can be watered. 


It would be welt to plant the rad- 


shes in a frame and to shade them 
with brush, mosquito netting or two- 
nch laths placed two inches apart. 
The shade will make the radishes 
more succulent and tender and will 
lessen the chances of their 
being 


strong and hot.

TER—ONLY 
THREE. 
STATES 


WITHOUT COMPULSORY LAWS. 


A race to avoid being the last state 


in the Union to adopt compulsory edu- 
cation laws is apparently under way 
in the southern states, according to re- 
ports received at the United States 
bureau of education. There are now 
only three states without such laws, 
Florida having recently joined Texas 
and South Carolina In adopting com- 
pulsory education by legislative enact- 
ment. The three states still without 
laws are Georgia, Mississippi and 
Alabama. 


The new Florida law provides that 


on petition of one-fourth of the elec- 
tors of any special school district or 
county, the county board of educa- 
tion shall call an election to determine 
whether attendance shall be compul- 
sory therein. A three-fifths majority 
vote is necessary for adoption. Chil- 
dren between 8 and 14 years of age 
are required to attend for at least 80 
days each year, unless exempt be- 
.cause of physical or mental dlsabll- 


I ity; because they live two and a half 
miles from a school and no transpor- 
tation Is provided; because their ser- 
vices are required for the support ot 
a dependent family; or* because their 
parents are unable to provide books 
and clothing. 


By the provisions of the law the 


county boards of education are au- 
thorized to appoint attendance officers 
to enforce the law and to take a cen- 
sus of the children between 6 and 21 
years of age. 


Although the Florida law Is thus 


of the optional type, it is a clear rec- 
ognition of the compulsory principle 
and Is regarded as a real step in ad- 
vance.

•bad boys" who made good in the 
great European war 


formerly the despair of their par- 


ents and teachers, Driver Job Henry 
Drain, Thirty-seventh battery, Royal 
Field Artillery, and Lance Corporal 
William Fuller of the Royal Welsh 
regiment are now popular heroes and 
tbe pride of the towns of which they 
were once considered the disgrace 
For the "bad boys" of Barking and 
Swansea have won the little bronze 
crosses which enable them to place 
the letters V. C after their names, and 
which put them on the roll of Eng- 
land's greatest heroes for all time 
Barking, in Essex, and Swansea, In 
Wales, are far apart and Drain and 
Fuller may never meet, but their sto- 
ries are sufficiently similar to tell to- 
gether 


Drain is the son of a Barking labor- 


er, and as a boy he never made any 
pretense about wishing to rise In tbe 
world 
He hated school and played 


truant so often he was placed In the 
Walthamstow Truant school 


Job throve exceedingly on the reg- 


ular life at the reform farm, and curi- 
ously enough took readily to the phys 
leal and military drill, a part of the 
curriculum He was a clean built, well 
setup youth of sixteen when three 
years ago he was told that he must 
choose a career and leave his place 
of detention 
He elected to join the 


army and entered the Royal Field Ar- 
tillery as a ' boy " 


He was eighteen and a half when 


the great war broke out, and his bat- 
tery was one of the first in the field, 
having moved to Prance with the Irish 
division 
At Mons and during the fa 


mous retreat Drain did his duty and 
looked after his pair of gun horses in 
fine style but it was at Le Gateau 
that he had the opportunity of show 
ing that bad boys at school were not 
necessarily incorrigible 


There his battery got into a tight 


corner, and it seemed certain that the 
guns must be captured by the advanc- 
ing Germans 
Guns are tbe apple of 


an artilleryman's eye, and the officers 
called for volunteers to save them 
Most of the gunners had been killed, 
but with a comrade, Driver Frederick 
Luke, the "Bad Boy of Barking" 
dashed through a hail of bullets and, 
hitching up his teams brought back 
three guns in succession 
Before the 


two heroes got tbe third gun away 
the German infantry were within a 
hundred yards, but the "worst boy in 
the school" never flinched 
With his 


comrade he galloped back to the bat- 
tery with the precious field pieces 


Both were awarded Victoria crosses. 
Lance Corporal Fuller's story is al- 


most the same 


The "Bad Boy of Swansea" was in 


corrigible until taken in hand by the 
Swansea Industrial school 
He, too, 


acquired a respect for discipline and 
Joined the Royal Welsh regiment 


It was at the battle of the Alsne, 


when near Chivy the regiment suf- 
fered 
fearful losses, that Fuller's 


chance came 
Outnumbered six to 


one. the Royal Welsh fought desper- 
ately to hold their position 
Officer 


after officer went down, among them 
Captain Haggard, the Swansea "bad 
boy's" company commander, who fell, 
shouting, "Stick It, Welsh " Nobly the 
bad boy and his few remaining com- 
rades "stuck it," and when retirement 
was Inevitable Fuller went back for 
Ills officer 
He had to run a hundred 


yards under murderous rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire before be found his cap- 
tain. Captain Haggard, knowing him- 
self to be mortally wounded, ordered 
the plucky "noncom" to go back, bat 
Fuller Insisted upon picking htm up 
and carrying him on his shoulders to 
ft place of comparative safety.

do not come here, or if they do the 
officers and men are obliged to come 
clean and In good style Automobiles 
only have the right to be dirty 
The 


population, it appears must not see 
the war in an unfavorable light 


So the people are gradually growing 


accustomed to this abnormal state of 
affairs, just as the inhabitants of a 
town near a smoking volcano go about 
their business without giving it a 
thought 
As a friend of mine, a lit 


erary man of these parts, said to me 


'War' Its a matter of habit, heart 


soul, mind, all become dally hardened 
to It 
We have adapted ourselves to 


our new life " 


And the remark Is lust It applies 


to the people, especially to the men 
who have remained here 
All the 


young men are alike, that Is, the great

but in such cases the

must insist upon the observance of

The department will consider any 


recommendations submitted in good

ions, but will hold no public hearings 
hereon, nor will it amend the regula- 
ions prior to October 15, 1915 
It is 


he purpose of the department to con 
orm the regulations to the wishes of 
he majority of sportsmen so far as 
t can be done and at the same time 
give wild fowl the necessary protec

PROGRESS 
BEING 


MADE DESPITE DELAY CAUSED 


BY 
HEAVY 
RAINS—WILL 
BE 


COMPLETED IN DECEMBER. 


The St. Augustine Evening Record 


of Monday, August 9th, has the fol- 
lowing to say of the St. Johns county 
brick highways now in process of 
construction: 


"Despite the rainy season the road 


gangs of the Wilson Construction 
company are making splendid pro- 
gress with the work of paving with 
brick the new county highway which 
runs the full length of the county 
from north to south, a distance of 70 
miles. Up to Saturday night the hard- 
surfaced mileage was somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 57 miles, leaving 
about 13 miles of "brick paving yet to 
be completed. Of this 13 miles, four 
are Just southwest of New Augustine 
and nine southeast of Byrd toward 
Bspanola, Road Superintendent Mat- 
tox 
ha* 
finished 
widening and 


straightening the grade from Byrd to 
the Big Cypress by way of Gopher 
Ridge. Work of grading through the 
long swamp at Big Cypress had to 
be discontinued several weeks ago on 
account of the high water, and It Is 
doubtful If this work can be resumed 
until the rainy season passes. In the 
meantime the brick laying gangs are 
. nwhlng paving operations with all 
possible speed, and President James 
T. Wilson of the Wilson Construction 
company teems to be confident that 


vibe wort of brick laying will be fin- 


ished early in December. It is then 
his intention to start in at the. south 
ern end of the road with a gang of 
men and a steam road roller, re- 
placing any bad or broken bricks that 
might have 
been overlooked and 


placing the old shell wherever found 
on both sides of the curbing. A county 
road gang will follow the Wilson Con- 
struction gang for the purpose of 
widening the grade wherever neces- 
sary so that -when the highway is 
turned over to the commissioners of 
St. Johns county, it will be In a com- 
pleted condition and a credit alike 
to the county and the contractors.

Poses a* Deaf Mute—Ready 


to Fight Again 


London.—Jules Liandat, a twenty- 


two-year-old Belgian soldier, has just 
arrived at Nice after effecting a dar- 
ing escape from Germany. His jour- 
ney across the enemy's country into 
Switzerland and Italy is one of the 
most striking stories that have come 
to hand since the war began. 


At the time of the outbreak of hos- 


tilities Liaudat was doing his military 
service in the Fifth Line regiment at 
Antwerp. He took part in the fighting 
around Aerschot, whence, after a 
splendid resistance the Belgians were 
obliged to retire toward Malines. Later 
the Germans bore down upon the pros- 
perous little town, famous for It* lace 
making trade, and it was during their 
successful attack on that place that 
Liaudat and some fifty of hi* com- 
rades became separated from the rest 
of the Belgian forces and were obliged 
to give themselves up. 


Sent the next day to Alx-la-Chapelle 


:he prisoners were placed in a com- 
pound formed of wooden planks with 
t guard of five men of the landsturm. 


The prisoners noticed that they 


were left unguarded by the sentinels 
for a few minutes each day while the 
guards went to get the soup. On De- 
cember 1 the Belgians lay in wait for 
the return of the sentinels at the en- 
trance to the compound. 


As one of the Germans came back 


with the customary caldron of soup 
he was set upon and strangled. He 
was able to utter a cry, however, and 
his comrades came running to see 
what was wrong One after the other 
they were shot down by one of the 
Belgians, who had picked up the re- 
volver of the strangled soldier. 


Then began a wild dash for liberty 


under the bullets of a company of 
landsturm, brought to the scene by the 
sounds of the shots. The Belgians 
ran In zigzags to avoid being hit. Al- 
most all of them made toward the 
Dutch frontier Not so Liaudat, who 
did not wish to be interned in Holland 
until the end of the war. He had con- 
ceived the more desperate plan of 
crossing Germany and reaching Italy 
To this boldness he probably owes his 
life, as the landsturm men, feeling con- 
fident that be would be caught later, 
fired only a fe^ shots after him, 
whereas in the opposite direction al 
most all the runaways were brought 
down. 


Once well on his way, Liaudat 


gained In confidence and succew 
In walking to Merestret without being 
questioned. He went round the out- 
skirts of the town and on to LImburg 
where he found some old clothes in 
an abandoned house. 
This allowed 


him to discard his Belgian uniform 
now all tattered and torn. Thus dis- 
guised he continued his journey as a 
tramp, without papers of any sort an< 
with no money. He was obliged to 
pose as a deaf mute when he met peo- 
ple and beg for food by signs 
He 


slept In ditches, behind hedges and In 
old tumbledown barns. The weather 
was extremely bad and his sufferings 
were great, but the courageous Bel 
gian kept on and with the aid of sign 
posts along the roads found his way 
through Bonn, Coblentz, Mayence 
Mannheim, Karlsruhe, Strassburg and 
Ersteln. finally crossing the Swiss-Ger 
man frontier and reaching Basel 


While in German territory he w** 


often stopped and questioned by po- 
lice and military patrols, but he al 
ways signaled that he could neither 
hear nor speak, and when paper an( 
a pen were offered him he wouli 
write: 
"Ich bin Schweiz" (I am 


Swiss). This was his passport. 


Not content with reaching Switzer- 


land, Liaudat continued his tramp by 
Thun and Brlga over the Slmplpn pass 
to Domodossola. 
He succeeded in 


reaching Genoa on January 27. Since 
bit escape from Alx-la-Chapelle he had 
been walking for 67 days and had cor 
ered a distance of roughly 760 miles. 


Liaudat Is going back to the from 


to fight the Germans again.

'-'nurseries of the sute as soon as such 


properties are suspected of contain- 
ing canker. F. H. O'Byrne, state nur- 
sery inspector, advisee tbat If citrus 
men find anything on their trees 
which la known to be, or suspected of 
being canker, or if there ii any dls- 
ease with which they are unfamiliar, 
they should notify the office of plant 
commissioner, Gainesville, or Any of 
the inspectors. 


The following quarantine rule has | 


been adopted and it should be ob-j 
served not only by those men known, 
to have canker on their property, but | 
by those who suspect it pending ex- j 
aminatlon by an Inspector: 


"Every grove, nursery or separate 


plant situated in the state of Florida, 
which is, has been or shall become 
affected with citrus canker is hereby 
declared to be the center of an in- 
fected and dangerous 
zone, which 


zone shall extend for a mile in every 
direction from said center and within 
•which center and zone all trees, plants 
or nursery stock are declared to be 
plants likely to carry and dlsseninate 
citrus canker. The planting or move- 
ment of citrus plants within such area 
Is hereby prohibited, until such time 
as in the judgment of the board such 
dangerous 
condition 
may 
have 


ceased to exist. 


No certificate shall be issued 
for 


the movement of nursery stock from 
a nursery outside of such zone In 
•which vehicles, teams, laborers or 
other persons, nursery implements 
and other things enter, that likewise 
«nter or are used in any nursery or 
.grove Infected with citrus canker."

He is more like an American president 
than a European king. Italy tor the 
most part is Intensely republican, with 


leaning to socialism. It is greatly 


Inctured with American thought due 
o the close connection brought about 
ly the return of emigrants from the 
tew world. 


His majesty is also republican, with 


a drift toward socialism. He has made 
hree leading socialists senators and 
las shown in various ways his deter- 
mination to solidify hi: people by ex- 
ilbiting his tolerance of this Jiost 
•adical section of his subjects 


He also requested that his name be 


ncluded in the list of electors. He 
nsists that he be considered an ordi- 
nary citizen and he never misses re- 
cording his ballot at the polls after 
he fashion of President Wilson. 


In some ways the king resembles 


Theodore Roosevelt. He was a sick- 
y child, like the colonel, and brought 
himself to a hardy manhood by Spar- 
tan methods. He is a man of almost 
universal knowledge, Interested in ev- 
erything, much like the Oyster Bay 
leader. He possesses great enetgy. 


HI* Part In War. 


What will the king do In the war? 


His part, like the kaiser's, undoubtedly 
will consist in gtring from one part of 
the battle line to the other encourag- 
ing his troops. But Victor Emmanuel 
possesses too good sense to interfere 
with his general staffs in the actual 
planning of the campaigns. 


He Is a gallant horseman and this 


is a source of gratification to the Ital- 
ians, for their cavalry is not surpassed 
anywhere in the world. The Italian 
army officers generally bring back the 
Important prizes In every horse show 
they enter. 


In person Victor Emmanuel is thor- 


oughly Italian. His snort, powerful 
figure, sweeping mustachios and cast 
of countenance are of a general type 
often observed throughout Italy. He 
Is Mirer than most of his people, bow- 
ever, and blue-eyed. 


"Certainly King Victor Bmamnuel is 


the right man in the right place—the 
king Italy .needs in this supreme mo- 
ment," said the poet Gabrlele d'An- 
nunzlo recently, after an interview 
with the monarch. 


"It would be impossible to imagine 


a better Informed man," he continued. 
"On hearing him speak one might al- 
most receive the Impression at one 
moment that he was in Paris convers- 
ing with a statesman thoroughly con- 
versant with the subject from the 
French viewpoint; at others in Berlin, 
talking with a minister of the German 
emperor, or in London, in Vienna or 
Petrograd. 
The Balkans and East- 


ern Mediterranean are so familiar to 
him that he might have lived there all 
his life. 


"His lucidity of mind is astounding, 


and only surpassed by his unpreten- 
tious manner, which puts one com- 
pletely at ease. There is amazement 
that this ruler, in addition to ful- 
filling the duties of state, could ab- 
sorb so much knowledge and possess 
such a clear and certain perception 
of foreign countries, interest and men. 


Was Sickly Child. 


When the king was a child he suf- 


fered so badly from rickets that he 
could not walk upstairs and Tiad to be 
carried. Rarely has a sicklier crown 
prince been seen. 
King Humbert 


placed him under a stern military tu- 
tor, Colonel Oslo, who put the little 
prince through a most rigorous course. 
He slept always In a cold room and 
took a cold bath at daybreak. Then 
came a frugal breakfast. Lessons fol- 
lowed, with special emphasis on those 
he disliked most. Before the morning 
was over the prince v,-as In the sad- 
dle. No matter how bad the weather, 
he rode dally. Often he returned to 
the paltice soaked to the skin from a 
violent rainstorm. 


He disliked music, a predilection 


which he retains. 
When he was ten 


yean old he remarked to his piano 
teacher, Signer* Cerasoll: 


"Don't you think that 20 trumpets 


arc more effective than that piano of 
yonrsT"

Steps Into the Gap. 


Then, on July 29, 1900, his father 


was assassinated at Monza by the an- 
archist Bresci. The son stepped into 
the gap immediately. When the prime 
minister suggested that a proclama- 
tion should be addressed to the peo- 
ple and gave a copy to the king, Victor 
Emmanuel told the minister that he 
had already written the proclamation 
himself. 
When the body of King Humbert 


was brought to Rome It was found Im- 
possible to dissuade Victor Emmanuel 
from passing through the whole city 
on foot and following the beloved 
corpse even to the tomb In the Pan- 
theon. 
This Illustrated another trait of the 


king's character, a desire to escape the 
guards who surround and protect him. 


"To get away all I have to do Is to 


borrow a motor car," he once said. 
"The queen and myself had a splendid 
day out In the country by ourselves 
the other day. I noticed that Ira Nel- 
son Morris, the United States commis- 
sioner of the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion, owned a very good Flat car. I 
asked him to lend it to me for a day, 
and the queen and I went out to Cas- 
tel Porztano and had lunch there. No- 
body recognized us, not even the po- 
lice, who had a holiday." 


The king and queen lead a very slnv 


pie and informal life for the most part 
There Is scarcely more ceremony than 
In the White House. The king does 
not spend much on his table. The 
Italians often complain that his wines 
are an Injustice to the country. What 
he saves on his cellar the king prob- 
ably spends on charity, for he Is the 
leader In every good cause. 


As an illustration of his actions In 


an emergency an incident of the Cala- 
brlan earthquake of 1905 may be cited 
When the news of this disaster ar 
rived, the king waa holding a grand 
ball In his castle at Racconigi.. With 
out an Instant's hesitation he flung a 
cloak over his uniform, hurried off to 
the scene of action and 
tirelessly 


helped in rescuing his hapless sub- 
jects, to freely did he expose hlmsel

ample choice in which may be com- 
ilned the utility that conserves our 
physical health aud the beauty that 
ouches our artistic natures.
